hands. We have not space to enumerate 
a tithe of the improvemeuts which have 
taken place, but it is apparent a “ change 
has come o’er the spirit of the dreams” 
of the entire community.

So long as the absurd and impossible 
doctrine of isolation governed, so long 
did the people feel the burthens of their 
situation in constrained poverty aud vol- 
untary oppression. Now, that the outer 
world begins to mingle with them—bring- 
ing hither capitzl, enterprise, energy, libe- 
rality, and the spirit.of progress—surely 
there are none se blind and callous a not 


stating their terms.- Accordingly, the 
next day a letter was bronght to the 
Captain, written by the prisoner, which 
stated that she bad been captured while 
crossing the Plains in connection with a 
large train. The traim was surrounded 
while creesing the Plains west of Fort 
Laramie. avd after a fight, was surren- 
dered to the Imdiane upor condition 
that they would spare the lives of all 
the men, women and ebildren eonnect- 
ed with it. 

After the surrender all were killed 
but the woman-—~-ber busband among the 
others. Her name is Mrs. Kelly. and she 
formerly resided somewhere ip Kansas. 
She said that tbe Indians would sell her 
for thirty head of caitle, battold the 
Captain not to-give that number, as they 
would take a great deal less. 

A eorrespondepce was continued in 
this manver for several days, in the 
course ot which she told the Captain that 
the Indians wanted: bim to proceed on 
hig journey, but advised him not to do 
so, as they intended following bim up. 
and would murder his whole party when 


necessary by armed force, if possible, 
the counsel of the Presidency ; tor in- 
stance when Brigham intended to resist 
the passage of Johnson x army through 
Echo Canon. and again in the spring of 
1863 when be feared “the six bunodred 
on the hill”? intended to arrest bim.
